The justices of the peace of every precinct, the president
and trustees of every incorporated village, and the mayor and the alder-
men of -every incorporated’ city ii -this‘territory, shall be boards of
health, and as-such shall-exercise all the powers, and- perform all the
duties provided in this chapter, within“the limits of the precints, vil-
lages. and cities, respectively; of which they-are such officers.

See.»2. . Every board -of healiliinay take such measures and make
such rules and regulalions; as they may deem- most “effectnal, for the
preservation of the public health; and for that -purpose, may-appoint
a.physician,. who.shall be the health officer of the territory, within the
jurisdiction of the board, and who shall-held ‘his office during their.

Sxe. 6. Whenever such owner or occupant shall not comply with-
such order of the board of health, said board may cause the said nui-
sance, source of filth, or cause of sickness to be removed, and all ex-
penses incurred thereby shall be paid by the said owner or oceupant,
or by such other person as shall have caused or permitted the same.

Sec. 7. Whenever the board of health shall think it necessary, for
the preservation of the health of the inhabitants, to enter any building
or vessel in their city, village or town, for the purpose of examining
into’ and destroying, removing or preventing any nuisarce, source of
filth, or cause of sickness, and shall be refused such entry, any member
of the board may make complaint under oath to a justice of the peace
of his county, whether such justice be a member of such board or not,
stating the facts in the case so far as he has knowledge thereof.

" Sec. 8. Such justice shall thereupon, issue a warrant, directed to
the sheriff or any. constable of the county, commanding him to take suf-
ficient aid, and being accompanied by two or more of the board of health,
between the hours of sunrise and sunset, to repair to the place where
such nuisance, source of filth or cause. of sickness complained- of may
be, and the same destroy, remove, or prevent, under the direction of the
members of such board of health.
